Strictly  sprang,  man  can  never  he  made 
whole  till  he  Bias  been  made  holv — til!  his 
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sanctified  soul  has  prepared  for  it  a sancti- 
fied body  and  the  two  have  been  remarried 
forever  in.  the  land  of  Beulah. 

How  splendid  and  interdependent  are 
these  two  elements  of  our  life !— so  one  that 
it  is  almost  an  inaccuracy  to  speak  of  them 
as  a duality.  The  blush  upou  the  cheek  is 
hut  the  tide  of  the  soul  s emotion  breaking 
upon  this  outward  shore;  the  smile  was 
upon  the  soul  before  its  shadow  crept  across 
the  outward  visage.  So  truly  a unit  is  man 
as  to  his  inner  and  outer  bciug,  that  none 
has  been  able  to  lix  the  boundary  between 
the  spirit  and  the  body.  The  coastline  of 
flesh  and  blood  is  so  flooded  and  overflow- 
ed by  the  waves  of  feeling  and  emotion 
which  are  constantly  rolling  in  from  the 
depths  of  the  soul,  and  the  depths  of  the 
soul  are  ho  perpetually  stirred  by  the  seusa- 
tious  aud  impressions  of  the  body,  that 
none  can  exactly  define  the  hounds  of  ei- 
ther. Aud  so  Christ  s action  upon  man 
was  ot  that  twofold  nature  which  touched 
his  whole  life.  There  went  out  from  Him 
saving  health”  as  well  as  saving  grace. 

Now  we  dwell  much  on  the  siulessuess  of 
t lirist,  and  the  power  which  He  thereby 
possessed  of  redeeming  men  from  their  sins; 
but  have  we  thought  also  that  lie  was  the 
only  being,  so  far  as  we  know,  who  had  per- 
fect  healtlifulnessf  It  must  have  been  so 
Sickness  is  the  fruit  and  consequence  of  sin, 
either  actual  or  ancestral.  But  Christ  had 
neither  personal  nor  hereditary  taint.  If 
He  knew  pain  and  suffering  of  the  body,  it 
was  imputed,  not  'original,  it  was  ours,  not 
his.  In  Him  wjjs  life” — that  divine,  un- 
fallen  life  in  which  no  seed  or  germ  of  sick- 
ness would  he  present.  Henqe  those  who 
came  in  believing  contact  with  Him  received 
healing  as  inevitably  as  they  received  par- 
don. ‘‘And  as  many  as  touched  Him  were 
made  perfectly  whole,”  says  the  evangelist. 
Mun  in  his  fallen  state  can  impart  disease 
but  not  health.  It  is  the  most  pathetic 
comment  on  our  corrupt  condition  by  na- 
ture, that  sickness  is  the  only  thing  that 
we  have  that  is  contagious.  We  can  give 
out  an  infectious  disease  from  our  verv 
breach',  or  through  the  slightest  touch  of 
the  body;  hut  who  has  been  able  to  commun- 
icate health  to  another!  This  is  the  sol- 
itary glory  of  the  Virgin’s  Soq.  Here,  for 
once  in  our  poor  world,  is  contagious  life. 
Here  is  a being  in  whom  an  abounding  in- 
fectious health  is  present,  <tt>  that  it  only 
needs  the  contact  of  a finger-tip.  so  that  it 
may  leap  like  the  electric  current  to  thrill 
and  vitalize  the  sickly  body.  This  spon- 
taneity, this  outgushing  fullness  of  the  di- 
vine healing  from  the  person  of  Jesus 
Christ,  is.  to  file,  a fact  of  the  greatest  sig- 
nificance. W hatever  help  man  imparts  to 
his  brother  is  through  medicine  and  the  vi- 
tal agencies  of  nature.  If  he  attempts  at 
all  to  cure  by  transmitting  his  own  vitality 
lie  does  it  only  by  the  most  strained  and  la- 
borious effort— as  though  the  life  currents 


in  him  were  so  low  and  feeble  that  they 
must  he  forced  before  they  can  be  made  to 
yield  even  the  smallest  assistance  to  anoth- 
er. But  not  so  with,  the  Son  of  ^lau. 
healing  was  an  overflow — not  an  effort 
Witness  the  marvelous  miracle  of  the  re 
covery  of  the  woman  with  au  issue  of  blood. 
It  is  a work  so  unconscious  and  so  utterly 
passive  that  it  seems  like  a miracle  spilt  over 
from  the  fullness  of  His  divine  life,  rather 
than  a miracle  put  forth.  She  came  be- 
hind Him  in  the  crowd  aud  touched  the  hem 
of  His  garment  and  immediately  lie  per- 
ceived that  the  virtue  had  gone  out  of  Him, 
we  are  told.  No  effort  at  healing  here; 
no  gathering  up  the  powers  of  llis  divine 
manhood  for  the  mighty  miracle  1 Where 
human  skill  had  exhausted  itself  only  to 
fail,  this  heavenly  man  succeeded  without 
an  effort  of  the  will — as  though  it  were  an 
accident  of  His  omnipotence,  a spontaneous 
overflow  from  Him  ‘‘in  whom  dwelt  all  the 
fullness  of  the  Godhead  bodily.” 

Have  you  run  through  the  list  of  Christ’s 
miracles  to  notice  how  often  the  word 
“touch”  occurs  in  connection  with  them! 

Sometimes  it  is  Christ  touching  the  suf- 
ferer aud  sometimes  it  is  the  sufferer  touch- 
ing Christ.  But  nothing  more  energetic 
or  vigorous  seems  necessary.  And  that  is 
a striking  tribute  to  the  life-giving  power  of 
Christ. 

\ou  see,  then,  how  all  through  His  life 
the  double  ministry  of  Jesus  was  in  exer- 
cise. Men  believed  on  Him  and  were  for- 
given; men  touched  Him  and  were  healed, 
llis  abounding  grace  made  instant  response 
to  the  sinner’s  faith.  His  abounding  life 
gave  instant  nnswer  to  the  siek  man’s 
touch.  And  so  blended  and  interlaced  are 
these  two  elements  in  the  ministry  of  our 
Lord  that  they  are  constantly  crossing — 
healing  emerging  in  forgiveness,  and  for- 
giveness in  healing.  It  is  because  sin  and 
sickness  are  so  related  that  grace  must  take 
such  direction  in  pursuing  them.  Like  two 
converging  lines  of  an  angle,  each  of  which 
when  followed,  leads  to  the  other,  so  with 
transgression  and  disease.  Follow  sickness 
back  to  its  remotest  cause  and  you  will  find 
sin;  follow  sin  to  its  last  effect  and  you 
"’*11  l*fi<I  disease.  Blessed  be  to  God,  then, 
that  in  t lirist  we  have  the  double  man,  who 
could  confront  and  master  the  double  prob- 
lem lie  was  the  siu-pardoncr,  who  could 
cleanse  transgression  hack  to  its  original 
iountain.  He  was  the  life-giver  who  could 
reach  disease  in  the  last  and  remotest  re- 
treat and  heal  it.  Hence  the  constant  con- 
tact and  interfusion  of  the  two  offices  of 
the  Son  of  God.  Recall  the  striking  in- 
stance of  llis  dealing  with  the  man  sick  of 
the  palsy.  The  first  word  we  should  ex- 
pect to  hear  from  His  lips  as  He  gazed  up- 
on the  helpless  sufferer  would  be  “Thou 
art  made  whole.”  That  was  what  the  man 
wanted,  and  that  was  what  his  friends  who 
brought  him  expected.  Rut  instead  of 
that,  “II,-  said  to  the  siek  of  the  palsy,  Son, 
he  of  goo^  cheer,  thy  sins  are  forgiven 
thee."  And  when  they  which  had  stood 
by  murmured  in  themselves  that  He  had  pre- 
sumed to  pardon  sin.  He  asked  whether  it 
is  easier  to  say.  “Thy  sins  are  forgiven 
thee,  or  to  sav,  “Arise  and  walk!”  It 
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matters  not  to  the  Lord  whether  lie  reaches 
the  body  through  the  soul  or  reaches  the  I 
soul  through  the  body.  He  is  the  Redeem- 
er of  both.  Did  the  suffer  expect  healing 
and  get  pardon!  Yea,  hut  he  received 
what  he  asked.  The  Master  simply  went 
behind  the  curtain  of  the  flesh,  aud  healed 
the  fountain  of  the  soul  a -impurity.  He 
laid  His  hand  on  the  spiritual  cause  instead 
of  dealing  at  once  with  the  bodily  result. 

He  reached  back  over  all  the  turbid  aud 
troubled  streams  of  disease  aud  physical 
impurity,  and  cured  the  fountain  of  the 
heart  by  His  authoritative  absolution  from 
sin.  And  then  as  though  to  humor  the  ig- 
norance that  could  not  discern  the  cause, 
hut  only  the  eftect,  that  could  not  see  the 
pardon  is  healing  in  its  utmost  springs,  He 
adds,  “But  that  ye  may  know  that  tue  Sou 
of  Man  hath  power  on  earth  to  forgive 
sms,  arise,  take  up  thy  bed  aud  go  into  ilnue 
own  house.”  It  is  the  twolold  grace  of 
Christ  which  we  discover  ruumug  through 
His  earthly  life.  He  is  the  secoud  AUaiu 
come  to  repair  the  ruin  of  the  first.  And 
in  order  to  accomplish  this  He  will  follow 
the  lines  of  man  s transgression  back  to 
their  origin,  aud  forward  to  their  latest  is- 
sue. He  will  pursue  the  serpent  trail  of 
sin.  dispensing  His  forgiveness  and  com- 
passion as  He  goes  till  at  last  He  finds  the 
wages  of  sin  aud  dies  its  death  on  the  cross ; 
and  He  will  follow  the  wretched  track  of 
disease  with  His  healing  and  recovery  till 
in  His  resurrection  He  shall  exhibit  to  the 
world  the  first  fruits  of  these  redeemed  bod- 
ies, in  which  “this  corruptible  shall  have 
put  oh  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall 
have  put  on  immortality.”

Mississippi  Baptists  will  respond  nobly;  they 
always  have,  I’m  told.

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This  work  is  that  of  ministry — that  is,  it 
is  service  rendered,  providing  what  others 
need,  supplying  what  the  world  needs,  min- 
istering to  their  necessities.  Of  course,  it 
is  good  for  the  believers  that  they  work  to- 
gether, but  it  is  a necessity  to  the  work  it- 
self to  the  people  who  stand  in  need  of  our 
ministry.  The  orphanage  is  a ministry— . 
a means  of  providing  what  is  necessary  for 
the  dependent  and  destitute  children.  Mis- 
sissippi College  is  a ministry — providing  for 
certain  necessities  which  would  be  unsup- 
plied but  for  our  co-operative  work.  The 
latest  form  of  ministry  among  Mississippi 
Baptists  is  the  Hospital.  Jesus  began  the 
work  of  healing  the  sick  before  He  estab- 
lished schools  or  orphanages  or  even  seut 
His  disciples  out  as  missionaries.  \VTe  are 
properly  careful  about  observing  the  two 
ordinances  of  baptism  and  the  Lord’s  Sup- 
per as  the  Lord  gave  them  to  us.  putting 
the  first,  first  and  the  second,  second.  But 
our  efforts  to  carry  qp  the  ministry  of  Christ 
have  in  some  way  been  revised.  To  be 
sure,  orphanages  and  schools  came  none  too 
soon,  but  hospitals  have  come  much  too 
late. 

The  church  is  here  like  her  Lord,  not  to 
be  ministered  to,  but  to  minister  and  we 
ought  to  be  at  it  in  the  way  He  did  it.  We 
have  been  slow  of  heart  to  believe  and  slow- 
er still  in  step  to  follow  His  command  to 
go  and  do  like  the  good  Samaritan.  We 
need  some  apostles  and  prophets  along  this 
line,  some  evangelists  of  mercy  to  the  sick 
and  suffering,  some  pastors  and  teachers 
who  will  bring  these  things  to  the  attention 
of  their  people,  to  perfect  the  saints  for  the 
work  of  this  ministry.  For  not  wuthout 
this  can  we  hope  for  the  building  up  of  the 
body  of  Christ,  till  we  all  attain  to  the  unity 
of  the  faith  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
Son  of  God,  unto  a full  grown  man,  unto 
the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fullness 
of  Christ.  The  church  must  be  a minister- 
ing church. 


deacons  office  was  in  the  bodily  wants  of 
the  poor  at  Jerusalem.  Paul  made  it  a 
part  of  his  ministry  to  supply  these  same 
necessities,  taking  collections  for  this  pur- 
pose in  all  the  churches  where  he  went. 
v All  the  service  we  render  to  men  or  God 
while  in  this  world  is  done  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  the  body;  so  that  the 
strongest  and  wisest  appeal  to  a consecrated 
life  was  “1  beseech  you  therefore,  breth- 
ren, that  ye  present  your  bodies  to  God." 
The  same  apostle  urges  that  we  glorify  God 
in  our  bodies.  These  things  show  some- 
thing of  God’s  estimate  of  our  bodies.  The 
bodies  of  men  are  as  truly  the  objects  of  the 
ministry  of  Christ  and  His  churches  as  their 
souls.  There  is  not  one  of  our 'denomina- 
tional agencies  that  wholly  ignores  this  part 
of  the  work  or  neglects  it  in  its  ministra- 
tions. But  the’  agency  that  makes  it  its 
business  and  specialty  to  perform  the  min- 
istry of  Jesus  to  the  bodies  of  men  is  the 
hospital.  This  work  is  now  making  its  ap- 
peal to  the  people  of  God  for  sufficient 
equipment  to  carry  on  its  ministry  of  mercy 
to  the  suffering  in  His  name.

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SANITARY  ORDINANCES  OF  MOSES 

No  doubt  the  whole  law  of  Moses  was 
conducive  to  health  for  right  conduct  will 
always  tend  to  physical  vigor.  The  body 
and  mind  ami  spirit  are  so  closely  allied  in 
man  that  whatever  injures  one  is  likely  to 
damage  the  other  and  whatever  builds  up 
one  will  probably  strengthen  the  other.  It 
is  difficult  to  tell  where  the  work  of  one 
ends  and  the  other  begins,  and  it  is  not  easy 
to  separate  the  ministry  to  one  from  the 
ministry  to  the  other.  The  otphanage  has 
its  school  and  Sunday  School,  and  the  col- 
lege's have  their  athletic  fields  and  gymnas- 
iums. Some  churches  have  institutional 
features  to  supply  the  various  wants  of  the 
body,  mind  and  soul.  Man  is  a complex 
unit.  But  there  are  certain  of  the  regula- 
tions of  Moses’  law  which  God  revealed  and 
the  Holy  Spirit  enabled  him  to  write  with 
special  reference  to  bodily  health.  Jeho- 
vah promisi'd  that  if  they  observed  these  or- 
dinances with  the  other  laws  He  would  save 
them  from  the  diseases  of  the  nations  whose 
land  they  came  to  possi-ss.

There  is 
plenty  of  ground  for  it  in  the  Bible  and  an 
Hbundant  supply  of  texts  and  homiletic  ma- 
terial. Public  schools  p nd  all  schools  ought 
to  he  utilized  to  educate  people  along  this 
line.  Ia*t  us  build  hospitals  to  care  for  the 
sick  and  let  us  so  care  for  the  public  health 
that  there  will  be  fewer  sick  ones  to  care 
for.  May  the  blessing  of  God  abide  on  the 
institutions  built  and  to  be  built  to  minister 
to  the  suffering  in  the  name  of  the  “Great 
Physician,”  upon  those  who  serve  there, 
upon  those  who  are  raising  money  for  them, 
upon  those  who  give  money  to  them.  May 
lie  also  prosper  the  way  of  those  who  are 
seeking  to  prevent  sickness  and  death.

In  the  present  system  of  mission  work  tu 
our  country,  pastors  aud  churches  allow 
nothing  to  interfere  with  the  work  of  col- 
lections  for  Home  Missions. and  Foreign 
Missions  in  months  preceding  May.

The  collections  are  pushed  to 
the  very  last  dime  and  strenuous  effort 
characterises  the  loyal  men  and  women  who 
feel  what  an  awful  calamity  it  would  be  not 
to  support  the  cause  before  the  assembling 
of  the  Southern  Convention. 

Then  we  take  a breathing  8|*ell  so  far  as 
the  gathering  of  money  is  concerned.  Pas- 
tors and  churches  must  have  time  for  work 
peculiarly  their  own.  The  protracted  meet- 
ing season  comes  on.  The  sermons  are  on 
the  evangelistic  or<h*r.  as  are  the  prayers 
and  exhortations  New  names  are  written 
in  the  church  book,  a*  also  in  the  book  of 
God.  There  are  seasons  of  refreshment  and 
revival,  nnd  the  right  of  way  for  months  is 
in  behalf  of  our  children,  our  neighbors 
and  friends.  Pastors  are  away  from  home 
and  their  pulpit,  and  week  afteT  week 
marks  the  period  of  their  effort. 

Then  comes  another  cause  no  leas  imjmr- 
taut  The  time  of  the  State  Convention  is 
at  hand.  We  are  needing  money  for  State 
Missions  Will  our  people  give  the  right 
of  wav  and  allow  this  cause  a place  in  their 
prayers  ami  contributions.  I plead  for  the 
right  of  way  in  behalf  of  State  Missions.  A 
few  weeks  intervene  before  our  State  Con- 
vention. Brother  Pastor,  have  you  plan- 
ned a collection  on-  as  liberal  a basis  as  you 
did  last  spring  for  each  of  the  other  mission 
causes!  Sisters  of  the  W.  M.  U.,  are  you 
attempting  equally  as  large  gifts  now  as 
you  did  last  spring!  Brother  Superinten- 
dents and  Teachers  of  the  Sunday  Schools, 
what  are  your  plans  in  behalf  of  State  Mis- 
sions! What  shall  I sav  of  the  churches! 
My  brethren,  won’t  you  give  the  right  of 
wav  now  to  State  Missions,  and  with  lib- 
eral hands  come  to  our  help!
